Senator 
Brown, Democrat, Michigan, said 
the committee tentatively decided 
to place a floor under farm pricés 
by authorizing government loans 
of 90 per cent of parity, as com- 
pared with 85 per cent loans now 
authorized. 

It also tentatively agreed, Brown 
said, to write into the wage sec- 
tion of the bill the “Little Steel 
wage stabilization’ formula laid 
down by the War Labor Board. 
This provided, in general, that 
wage increases of up to 15 per 
‘cent over the January 1, 1941, 
level would be permitted to com- 
pensate for rising living costs. 
The board reserved the right to 
depart from the formula to correct 
substandard wages, or to remedy 
inequities. A clause permitting 
the rectification of “gross inequi- 
: ties” is also contained in the legis- 
lation. 
| The board, at the time of hand- 
‘ing down its policy, said a “round 
of wage increases” had already 
raised most wage levels well over 
the January 1, 1941, levels. Sena- 
_tor Brown said today that Chair- 
man William H. Davis of the La- 
| bor Board, had estimated the “Lit- 
tle Steel” formula would provide 
a wage level little different from 
that prevailing at present.

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The Solomons Struggle 
It is evident the Japanese are throwing all

Chinese, Burmese, 
Indo-Chinese, Malayans, East Indians all knew, 
then, that the troops of the Mikado are far 
from invulnerable. Our successes in the Solo- 
mons, at Midway and in the Coral Sea con- 
stituted the assurance that we were coming 
back, that we should, in due course, wrest all 
their conquests from the Japanese and drive 
them back onto thelr own island empire. 


So, if “face” is to be saved, it is imperative 
to the Japanese that they retake those Solo- 
mons bases. That is the only way they can 
save their prestige, for the time being, at least. 


So, when we have successfully resisted their 
attacks and have once again held secure the 
bases we desire, rest assured we shall have suc- 
cessfully met and repulsed a force that was just 
as strong as Tokyo could possibly make it.

The American Legion has, for years, advo- 
cated universal conscription in time of war. A 
conscription that shall Include not only man- 
power for the fighting forces, but labor, capital 
and every resource of the nation for the waging 
of all-out war. 

Tomorrow the Legion will open a three- 
day national convention at Kansas City, the 
first since the United States became a bel- 
ligerent in this second World War. And that 
platform of universal conscription will be the 
keystone of the entire convention program. 
The Legion national commander, Lynn Stam- 
baugh, of North Dakota, said it would be the 
purpose of the organization to arouse the 
nation to the urgent necessity of dropping 
everything for the war. 

The Legion is, of course, correct in its view- 
point. In modern times war calls for the use 
of every ounce of national strength and re- 
source. Civilians must join the war program 
just as completely as soldiers and every person 
in the land must be taught until they know it 
completely, that nothing else matters save the 
winning of the war. What if it does impose 
hardships? Individual human life itself is as 
nothing in the cause of victory. 


There are indications that the universal 
draft for war, urged by the Legion, is rapidly 
nearing. Paul McNutt, head of the national 
manpower commission, has urged congress to 
provide authority for the drafting of manpowgr 
for war use in industry wherever labor is neéd- 
ed. This is but a step toward the all-out com- 
pulsory service the Legion advocates. 

In a nation at war, when defeat would mean 
loss of everything by everybody, there can be 
no logical opposition to government seizure,

Children between the ages of 10 and 16 
present the gravest problem to the juvenile 
courts, said Judge Pauline Lamar, of Colum- 
bus, in an address here before the Georgia 
Women Lawyers’ Association. 

Then, describing the “happiest work” that 
falls as duty to the juvenile courts, the jurist 
said it was finding permanent homes for aban- 
doned children. 

It is a sad commentary upon our civiliza- 
tion that times of war always tend to increase 
juvenile delinquency. Judge Lamar, for in- 
stance, told that because of the rapid growth 
of Columbus due to war training activities, 
prostitution there among girls as young as 13 
had become serious. 

It is significant that the basic cause in 
almost all cases of delinquency in the crucial 
years from‘10 to 16 is lack of proper home 
surroundings or, in many cases of any home 
at all, worthy the name. Thus the importance 
of finding permanent homes for abandoned 
children. Thus, too, the importance of a 
change in attitude among many so-called good 
people toward such unfortunate youngsters. 

There would be more good homes available 
for such children if the realization was general 
that scarcely any person of such tender years 
may be classed as a “hopeless case.” There is 
still time to pull back boy or girl of such age 
who has started along the wrong road of life 
and set their feet firmly upon the broad high- 
way of good citizenship. But it takes good 
home influence to do it.

FARMERS MEET THE CHALLENGE 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

Farmers in south Georgia and north Florida 
have joined with farmers in other parts of the 
nation in setting a new, all-time record in agri- 
cultural production this year. In nearly every 
instance the production goals announced by the 
United States Department of Agriculture are be- 
ing exceeded. 

The nation was asked to raise 83,000,000 hogs 
for slaughter; 105,000,000 are being produced. The

000,000,000 pounds will be produced. The gov- 
ernment asked for 960,000,000 cans of tomatoes; 
over 1,000,000,000 cans will be supplied. 

Despite the enormous increases in food pro- 
duction in the country this year, there are some 
shortages because of the fact that the demand 
for food has never been as great as it is at this 
time.

WASHINGTON PARADE

JAPS IN ALEUTIANS WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—More light 


can now be shed on the Jap occupa- 
tion of the Aleutian Islands since the return ef a special senate 
committee which made an inspection of our Alaskan fortifications. 

Lifting the veil of secrecy clamped down by military authori- 

ties, some of the senators have revealed that 
the Japs have landed at Kiska in much greater 
force than official information heretofore has 
indicated. Estimates made by our pilots flying 
over the region are that there are some 25,000 
of them now in the Aleutian chain. 

Preparations and supplies are being pro- 
vided there for at least three times that num- 
ber, it is indicated. 

What the Japs may be planning to do with 
so many men at a barren sub-Arctic outpost 
no one knows at the moment. They may be 
preparing for an attack on our naval base at 
Dutch Harbor, some 700 miles distant, or even 
Alaska itself. There seems to be little utility 
value to the occupation otherwise. 

Navy Department officials, however, are not 
worried about the situation. They have a feel- 
ing the Japs have an entirely different pur- 
pose in building up a force in the islands. The 

Japanese mind has a devious oriental cast which reveals itself 
clearly sometimes in its efforts to conceal. 

What the Navy suspects is that the Japs are throwing down a 
smoke screen in an effort to draw away a part of our fleet strength 
from Hawaii and then make another all-out attack on Pearl Harbor 
while our vessels are 2,000 miles away. 


PREVIOUS FEINT We know from tIntercepted code messages 
that the Jap attack on Dutch Harbor and 


the Aleutians in the first instance was a feint to cover a real move 
against Midway. That is why we paid no major attention to de- 
velopments there when they came. We knew where the main fleet 
force was headed and had the ships and planes on hand to meet 
it. The Japs consequently met their most disastrous setback of the 
war at Midway, losing four of their best carriers and a host of 
other accompanying vessels. 

So the Navy has allowed the Aleutian occupation to proceed 
without putting forth any sustained effort to break it up. As long 
as we are convinced their main objective is Hawaii we have al- 
lowed them to go about their deception without too much bother 
on our part. If there was any genuine concern over the fate of 
Dutch Harbor or Alaska we probably would have sent a task force 
to rout them out of the Aleutians long. before now. 

In am way, the Aleutian foothold

gained by the Japs is proving a 


death trap for them. The area there is the fountain source of all 
the foggy weather that sweeps down the chain of islands east- 
ward to Alaska. It is ideal weather for submarine operations. What 
we have been doing is station some of our undersea craft in the 
waters adjacent to the occupied islands and torpedo their ships as 
they move in and out of the area. Already we have accounted for 
more than a dozen of their ships in this fashion. 

Our submarines find it easy to operate up there. It isn’t a 
great distance, measured in cruising range, from the big American 
base at Dutch Harbor. The subs are able to lie around on the 
surface in the foggy weather pretty much all] of the day and pick 
off anything that comes within range. In this way, also, we keep 
pretty well informed on Japanese ship movements in the region. 

Senator Happy Chandler, of Kentucky, headed the special sena- 
torial committee which has just returned from an inspection of the 
region. He and his associates went all the way to Dutch Harbor 
on the trip.

to be ain't. Sometimes it deflects 
some clown who doesn’t know how 
or is too lazy to dock correctly at 
the curb or on the lot and bangs 
up the car next to him, but even 
in such cases more often the 
clown bunts a stove in the other 
guy’s fender and gets away, any- 
way. 

That suggests the further in- 
viting idea that these fendters are 
pretty formidable steel themselves 
and might be tossed onto the pile, 
too, because most roads nowadays 
are paved and throw up no mud, 
and again we can reckon on the 
fact that both usage, or mileage, 
and speed will be cut ’way down. 
In some jobs, of course, they are 
an integral part of the body and 
couldn’t be taken out whole, al- 
though they could be amputated 
with no damage to the car beyond 
its symmetry and resale or even- 
tual trading value. But if we 
eliminate all bumpers and most 
fenders, we are all even on those 
points and anyway, after this war, 
the automobile of the future will 
make the best of today’s jobs look 
like a Pope-Toledo. Meanwhile, 
the only question asked of any car 
will be, does it run? 


There is an awful lot

Spares? tomobiles as they 
stand right now without any sac- 
'rifice of their essential purpose to 
get people where they have to go 
and get them back. Many of them 
carry two wells in the forward 
fenders for the accommodation of 
the spares, including steel spare 
wheels and steel brackets. No- 
body ever really needed two 
spares except on long tours in tae 
desert and inasmuch as touring is 
out and considering the probably 
quick disappearance of the extra 
spare, well, there are maybe 20 
pounds of steel from wheel and 
bracket doing no good on each car 
so designed. 

If you think anything of the 
idea, Mr. President, couldn’t you 
fix it so as to eliminate from the 
collection any thought that the 
junkman or collector would make 
a lot of money for his trouble in 
handling the job? He should get 
sométhing, to be sure, for that is 
his line of work, and other civil- 
ians who do things for the govern- 
ment are paid. But it sours peo- 
ple to believe that anyone along 
the line in any of these collections 
is profiteering on their free con- 
tributions, whereas they will let 
go gladly if they know it is going 
to the shipyards and tank plants 
free of any lug.

She became a sniper with 
the Russian army. 

As such she was in the front lines and fired 
at those Germans who were so foolish as to lift 
their heads out of their foxholes or so wrong 
as to start. a dash in the open. 

If they did so, Miss Pavlichenko’s 
banged and one more Nazi bit the dust. 


I talked with a young lady on a magazine 
in Washington two weeks ago who had been 
at an interview with Miss Pavlichenko. The 
young lady is in this country on some sort of 
a good-will tour. She made an appearance at 
the youth conference in Washington. 


This young lady I talked with said that when Miss Pavlichenko 
came walking down to the speaker’s place, clad in a uniform and 
wearing boots, that a stillness came over the hall. 


You could hear the heels of her boots striking the floor. 


She stepped up there and said her piece in Russian. (She speaks 
no English.) This young lady said that chills ran up and down 
her spine—and the other spines there—as the Russian girl spoke, 
her voice rising on her final words. She said that everyone there 
knew exactly what she was saying. She was saying we must fight 
on and win freedom.

“It is plain to see that with American women what is important 
is whether they wear silk underwear under their uniforms.” she 
said. “What the uniform stands for they have yet to learn.” 


She was amazed, she said, by the silly questions asked her. 


“One woman even criticized the length of the skirt of my 
uniform, saying that in America women wear shorter skirts and 
that, besides, my uniform makes me look fat,” she said. “This 
made me angry. I wear my uniform with honor. It has the Order 
of ‘Lenin on it.

She regards 
herself as a perfectly natural, normal young lady, as, indeed. she 
is in her own country. She has killed 309 Nazi seldiers and is 
proud of it, as she should be. 


She looks upon us, well-clothed, well-fed and not yet severely 
touched—on a national scale—by the war, as being abnormal. 


The fact that we regard a young lady who has killed 309 
soldiers with well-directed rifle fire as an unusual sort of person 
never occurs to her. She thinks we are the unusual, and lacking 
in the proper spirit.

It Doesn't Take a Master Musi- 
cian to Play One Note Perfectly 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Something said here a week or so ago concerning the short-cut 
training of girl “mechanics” may have been misleading. It was not 
meant to imply that a seven-weeks or seven-months course of 
training could produce master mechanics. 

Years ago, when few weekly papers could afford linotypes, 
most of them used girl typesetters. Any bright girl could learn to 
set type in seven weeks, but years of training were required to 
develop a good printer—and he still had much to learn. 

But we haven't time to develop master mechanics. And because 
our need is desperate and the time so short, many manufacturers 
are taking. a short-cut by training novices, both girls and men, to 
do one detail of a complicated mechanical job. It is an extension 
of the assembly-line plan, under which each workman endlessly 
repeats a single operation. 

No effort is made to develop novices into master mechanics, or 
even to teach them a trade. The only hope.or expectation is to 
perfect each of them in one simple task. A master mechanic could 
learn it in seven minutes, for he would need only one telling or 
showing. 

The theory is that many novices, each trained to do one detail 
of a job under the direction of a real mechanic, can build a com- 
plicated machine about as well as a few master mechanics having 
unlimited time. 

The theory works if the girls have had some experience in 
using their hands; if they are eager to learn and determined to do 
their best to help win the war. 

It fails if the girls have boy on the brain; if they expect easy 
money and don’t care what kind of job they do; if they resent 
instruction and grow sullen under criticism; or if they think they 
know it all as soon as they learn to stick a bolt in a hole. And 
failure means the breaking of costly machinery and tragic delay, 

This is not meant to belittle the girls who are doing their best, 
They may yet save America, as their sisters are saving England. 

No one of us can do much, but if each does his best at his own 
small job, the sum total of effort will be enough to win.

24 German Ships Re- 
ported Sunk in Attack 
Off Norway.

The submarine-sinking of a me- 
dium-sized British merchantman 
in the Caribbean late last month 
was disclosed by the Navy yester- 
day, boosting to 471 the Associated 
Press count of announced western 
Atlantic ship losses since Amer- 
ica’s entry into the war. 

Ten survivors of the steamer, 
who arrived at an east coast port, 
told how one of the seamen risked 
his life to save a shipmate whose 
arm had been crushed: by a piece 
of timber just after the torpedo- 
ing. 

Unable to use his arm to don a 
lifejacket, Able-bodied Seaman 
Robert Matthews turned to his 
boyhood chum, Frank Hughes, for 
help. 

Hughes put his own lifejacket| 
around the injured man and the 
two jumped into the water, 
Hughes held Matthews’ head 
above water to keep him from) 
drowning until, an hour later, res- 
cuers arrived. 

A United States Naval vessel 
picked up survivors, including 
Hughes and his friend, but Mat- 
thews died later. 

Meanwhile, London stated that 
a Reuters dispatch from Stock- 
holm yesterday quoted “reliable 
Norwegian reports” that 24 Ger- 
man-operated vessels were blasted 
to the bottom off the coast of Nor- 
way by Allied air and undersea 
forces.

School Board 
Okays Raise in 
Teachers’ Pay 


Education Group To 
Meet October 19 To 
Adopt Textbook List. 


The state board of education 
formally ratified yesterday an in- 
crease of 25 per cent in the 
salaries of schoolteachers, with 
minor exceptions, and decided to 
meet October 19 to adopt a list 
of approved textbooks for the 
state’s free textbook program. 

C. S. Hubbard, director of the 
textbook division of the ogee 
ment of education, said that al 
the contracts negotiated with Brn 
lishers in 1937 expired last June | 
30, adding these covered the bulk 
of all the books used in the com- 
mon schools. 

From the list of books adopted 
by the board, local superintend- 
ents may select the ones they want 
to use, then send requisitions to 
the state and the state will buy 
them. Hubbard said $800,000 or- 
dinarily is required annually to 
furnish the books. 

30 Days’ Notice. 

At first the board decided to 
meet December 30 to adopt the 
list of books and negotiate con- 
tracts with the publishers, but 
Hubbard and State Superintend- 
ent of Schools M. D. Collins point- 
ed out that the law requires that 
30 days’ notice be given by ad- 
vertisements in three newspapers 
of general circulation. 

At the suggestion of Governor 
Eugene Talmadge, the board chair- 
man, it was then decided to pub- 
lish the advertisements today and 
to act on the books October 19. 

One member of the board, W. W. 
McCay, voted against the resolu- 
tion, saying he understood the 
customary time for adoption of 
textbook lists was in March. 

The Governor said he did not 
expect any large amount of pur- 
chases, and added that many of 
the contracts that have expired 
might be extended, “Especially if 
we run into price advances.” 

A resolution requiring any pub- 
lishing house selling books to the 
state to file the names of any em- 
ployes who are school employes or 
receive state funds was adopted

I’m sorry we must curtail serv- 
ice in this respect, but until after 
the war I shall have no data on 
physicians who give any particular 


kind of treatment or on specialists | 


in any field. All I know is that 
most of the good doctors are al- 
ready in uniform or are about to 
enter service, and people at home 
had better take the doctor whose 
service is still available and be 
glad to have him within reach at 
all.

There are only about 10 per 
cent of the women who have legs 
that look lovely in short skirts. 
Not that the men would look any 
better in knee pants. 


But to get back to the women. 
Leg contour is almost always a 
matter of muscle tone. There are 
thin girls with beautiful legs and 
fat and thin ones with legs that 
are dangerously thin. 


I have a set of exercises for you 
that has been tried and proved by 
a group of girls who are famous 
for their legs—the Radio City 
Rockettes. Their “average” is 
perfect—thigh, 21 inches; calf, 13 
inches; ankle, six inches. 


But those measurements are no 
accident, They are the result of 
an exercise program carefully 
planned to counteract the effect of 
the constant contracting exercises 
which enter into their dance rou- 
| tines. 


| Gene Snyder, their dance di- 
rector, has worked out a set of 
stretchers to keep their muscles 
from becoming bunchy — some- 
thing you don’t have to worry 
about—which will enable you to 
acquire the muscle tone that as- 
sures good measurements. 


Some of these exercises are 
probably very different from any 
you have ever tried. You will 
need someone to help you take 
them. 


1—Stand with back to wall, legs 
straight and left leg straight out 
in front, the foot grasped by your 
collaborator. Now, here's the 
trick. While your foot is being 
‘moved from side to side, then 
‘away up in front, you must keep 
those muscles at the juncture of 
hip and thigh perfectly relaxed. 
Have your knee straight and in- 
struct your assistant to push up 
lightly but firmly on the toe 
‘joints. Stretch one leg, then the 
‘other. You will be glad to know 
that exercise also slims your 
hips. . 
| 2—Now stand facing the wall, 
weight supported on one leg. 
Keep this leg straight but bend 
the other knee up in back, with 
| foot grasped by your co-exerciser. 
|Have her push up-with the foot 
as you lower your head back- 
ward. Try to touch head to foot. 
Again, keep the muscles at hip 
relaxed. 

Most thin and fat women need 
more exercise of both the stretch- 
ing and contracting kinds. Soa 
Rockette dance step is in order 
for developing a lovelier calf con- 
tour and at the same time giving 
the leg muscles a stretch. Heres 
the combination: 

3—Stand with weight on the 
right foot and go into a deep-knee 
‘bend with the right leg as you 
slide left leg straight out in back, 
(heel pointed. Stand up and re- 
\peat three times, then transfer 
weight to left leg and slide the 
right straight out in back for the 
same count. 

If your legs are thick, Mr. Sny- 
der _recommends massage. The 
girls at the Music Hall massage 
'their legs to keep their muscles 
‘smooth. The mixture they use is 
home-made. You take one pint 
of alcohol and one-half cup of 
Russian mineral oil, mix well, 
and always shake before using. 
And don’t just rub the lotion on. 
Knead your legs. You can find 
the right method by experiment 
and the kneading will make the 
‘contour much smoother, 
Tomorrow we'll go into the 
‘business of hip slimming. You 
‘can lose as many inches as you 
please off this measurement.

its Time To Talk of Cabbages 


“The time has come,” the Wal-4 


rus said, “to talk of many things; 
of. shoes, and ships and sealing 
wax, of cabbages and kings.” It 
was a long time ago that the Wal- 
rus spoke those words to the Car- 
penter, as they strolled. But with 
the war laying its fingers more 
tightly every day on our kitchens 
the time has come ofice again to 
talk of cabbages, particularly. 


Our government pleads with 
housewives to use fresh vegeta- 
bles wherever possible so that cans 
and shipping space may be con- 
served and cabbage is one fresh 
vegetable that almost always is on 
our markets. It’s a vegetable 
that’s high in food value and low 
in cost. Raw cabbage is one of 
the cheapest and best sources of 
vitamin C, Before I give you some 
recipes and suggestions about cab- 
bage I should remind you that no 
more sauerkraut will be put in 
cans until after the war. All 
sauerkraut available will be in 
bulk, and since it is quite possible 
that the bulk supply will be lim- 
ited, it would be wise to make 
your own sauerkraut. Here's the 
way to do it:
